Somali warlord Ali Mahdi Mohamed on Monday [6 Feb- 
ruary] proposed a national reconciliation conference to 
provide this lawless country with a central government 
presiding over regions with a high degree of autonomy. 


The plan—the result of deliberations in north Mogad- 
ishu over three months and 21 days by a “peace confer- 
ence” among allies of the self-styled “president” —was 
immediately dismissed by Mohamed Qanyare Afrah, 
chairman of a rival “peace conference” 1n south Moga- 
dishu among allies of warlord Mohamed Farah Aidid, 
Al: Makdi’s arch-enemy. 


Qanyare Afrah’s reaction—that the initiative was 
“unrealistic, contradictory, and signed by individuals 
who do not represent any faction” —made 1t clear that 
the stand off betveen Ali Mahdi and General Aidid 
will continue as the last 8.000 UN troops and civilians 
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leave Somalia, which has been without a government 
since the overthrow of dictator Mohamed Siad Barre 
in January 1991. 


Their departure is expected to be followed by _ uttles for 
Mogadishu’s port and airport. 


Ali Mahdi, who has introduced Islam’s harsh shana law 
in north Mogadishu, called for legislation based on 
Islamic law and an independent judiciary. 


He proposed a provisional parliament of 160-180 members 
drawn from political alliances “according to their weight,” 
but with a government whose only member of parliament 
would be the prime minister, “to ensure the effective 
separation of the legislative functions of the parliament and 
the executive functions of the government.” 


The warlord told journalists he was sending emissaries 
throughout this Horn of Africa nation to cal! delegates to 
the national reconciliation conference, some 600 or 700 
strong, which he proposed for February 25. 


He invited members of Aidid’s Somali National Alliance 
to take part, as well as representatives of Mohamed 
Ibrahim Igal, the “president” of a secessionist northern 
region which has declared its independence— 
unrecognised by any government—as the “Republic of 
Somaliland.” 


The region, a former Britisi colony which joined with a 
former Italian colony to form independent Somalia in 
1960, is itself the scene of clan warfare, with Egal 
resolutely opposed to rejoining the rest of Somalia, but 
opponents backing Aidid. 


Qanyare Afrah charged that Ali Mahdi’s proposal was 
“dictated” by the UN Operation in Somalia, which is 
pulling out by late March after more than two years here 
in which UN troops and civilians aided famine victims 
but failed to halt clan fighting which has cost hundreds of 
thousands of lives since 1990. 


‘Any foreign interference in the Somali reconciliation 
process will only further complicate the fluid situation,” 
warned Qanyare Afrah, who recently said the south 
Mogadishu peace conference was close to forming its 
own provisional government—a move Ali Mahdi 
warned would reignite the clan warfare.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town—International 
mediation on outstanding constitutional issues will 
begin soon, after the Cabinet was told last week it would 
definitely go ahead, Correctional Services Minister 
Sipho Mzimela has disclosed. 


However, Zulu King Goodwill Zwelithini at the weekend 
rejected the call by KwaZulu/Natal chiefs for mediation, 
saying he believed internal differences had to be tackled 
through “family discussions” before outside help was 
sought. 


Mzimela, an Inkatha Freedom Party MP, said President 
Nelson Mandela, Deputy President FW de Klerk and 
Home Affairs Minister Mangosuthu Buthelezi had reit- 
erated in Wednesday’s Cabinet meeting that they would 
honour their pre-election agreement. “They made a clear 
statement to honour the undertaking.” 


He expected mediation to begin within two months. It 
would “remove a major stumbling block” to the partic- 
ipation of Inkatha and KwaZulu/Natal chiefs in local 
government elections planned for October. 


Inkatha and the Inkatha-supporting traditional leaders 
have threatened to boycott the elections unless there is 
international mediation on KwaZulu/Natal. 


Inkatha has accused the ANC and NP [National Party] 
of paying lip service to a pre-election agreement between 
the three parties to enter mediation immediately after 
the April elections. Senior NP and ANC negotiators were 
hopeful that Inkatha would not press for the agreement 
to be honoured. 


Mzimela was cunfident mediation would not be a pro- 
tracted process. “It is a relatively small issue when 
looked at in the totality of the SA [South African] 
situation. Nothing can now stop international mediation 
from going ahead.” 


A committee consisting of himself, Constitutional 
Development Minister Roelf Meyer and his deputy, 
Valli Moosa, would meet today to work out the proce- 
dural details 


The committee was set up in December, but met for the 
first time last week. Mzimela said its most difficult task 
was to assemble a group of international mediators— 
probably not more than seven—at such short notice. The 
committee had not yet discussed any names. 


The committee would also have to consider how to 
incorporate the results of mediation into the constitu- 
tion-making process in the Constitutional Assembly. 
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Inkatha negotiators have failed on a number of occasions 
to persuade the assembly to debate mediation and its 
effect on proceedings. 


The assembly’s legal advisers have said it was not legally 
bound by the agreement between De Klerk, Mandela and 
Buthelezi for mediation, which paved the way for 
Inkatha’s participation in last year’s general election. 


Zulu King Rejects International Mediation

{Begin recording] [Van der Westhuizen] Looking very 
relaxed. King Goodwill refused to be drawn into ques- 
tions about the rift between him and his traditional 
minister, Dr. Mangosuthu Buthelezi.

The king, however, said he was worried about the 
escalating violence in the country and feared the 
upcoming regional elections could exacerbate the situa- 
tion. As far as international mediation for a Zulu 
kingdom was concerned, the king said he believed in 
sorting out his own problems. 


[Zwelithini] If I want to solve my family problems, I will 
have to solve my family problems with my own family 
members. I couldn’t expect anyone, as you have seen 
sometime when the previous secretary of state came to 
South Africa. [sentence as heard] There is nothing that 
he has sorted out, and then they had to sort their 
problems out in Pretoria. 


[Van der Westhuizen] The ANC took the opportunity to 
apologize to the king for celebrating Shaka Day even 
though he had declared it a national day of prayer. He 
had done this because of unhappiness with the invitation 
extended to President Mandela. [end recording]

Rejecting this “unruly conduct”, Mr Modise said there 
was no place in the SANDF [South African National 
Defense Force] for undisciplined soldiers or prospective 
soldiers. 


“| have given instructions to the chief of the SANDF to 
instruct commands throughout the country not to accept 
former MK members who behave in this manner.” 
Those responsible for damage to property should be 
arrested and charged by the police. Mr Modise added 
there was “no room in the new democratic South Africa 
for unlawful behaviour and intimidatory vandalism of 
this nature”. 


Fivaz Plans Complete Demilitarization of Police

George Fivaz has proposed the complete demilitarisa- 
tion of the South African Police Service [SAPS]—and 
intends doing away with the military titles held by 
officers. 


In an interview with THE STAR yesterday, Fivaz said 
the proposal was part of his plan to make a complete 
break with the past. 


The plan was yesterday welcomed by police officers, who 
said it was yet another indication that Fivaz was dcter- 
mined to remake the police force into a community- 
friendly service. 


Fivaz said that if his proposals were accepted, he would 
be called commissioner instead of general. In keeping 
with international standards, policemen would be known 
as, for example, deputy commissioner, superintendent or 
detective. 


It was likely that only the ranking system of non- 
commissioned officers would remain. 


Fivaz said a management team was looking into the 
matter and would soon report to him Minister of Safety 
and Security Sydney Mufamadi and Minister of Justice 
Dullah Omar.

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A management team was also investigating the possi- 
bility of other changes, including getting rid of the 
controversial Vlakplaas base as well as changing the 
name of SAPS headquarters from Wachthuis. This com- 
mittee would report to Omar and Transvaal Attorney 
General Jan D’Oliveira. 


“I really want to create a new image for the police and 
make a clean break with the past,” Fivaz said. 


He added that he would make the ciianges gradually so 
that the people in the force could get used to them. 


Police officers approached yesterday said it would be 
strange for them to lose the ranks, which are considered 
the mark of an officer’s worth. 


“But I guess you can get used to everything. I have to say 
it is a pleasure to see the commissioner making such a 
severance with the past,” said one colonel. 


Impressed with the changes brought by Fivaz, one Gau- 
teng officer said he did not even mind the fact that the 
commissioner's salary increase (from mayjor-general to 
full general as national commissioner—was more than 
double his own annual salary. (By accepting the post of 
national commissioner, Fivaz went from earning about 
R148,000 [rands] a year to earning R266,000.) 


Craig Kotze, spokesman for the Ministry of Safety and 
Security, said the changes would all be part of a new 
corporate image for the SAPS. He said rank had previ- 
ously been seen as a form of division between the police 
on the ground and those in command. 


It was a very busy first week as national commissioner 
for Fivaz. Some of the duties he performed last week 
were: stepping in to protect SAPS standards by barring a 
passing-out parade of 500 KwaZulu police recruits, 
investigating allegations of racism, setting major labour 
disputes and closing the Internal Stability Division base 
at Devon. 


Asked about the strains of his new office yesterday, Fivaz 
said he thought of the challenges rather than the night- 
mares associated with his job.

‘A lot will depend on how we see our position in South 
Africa. It will certainly affect my own feelings towards 
reconciliation.” 


Gen Viljoen also warned that present conflict in the 
police force and SANDF [South African National 
Defense Force] might escalate if serving senior officers 
were identified as having perpetrated human rights 
abuses in the past. 


He proposed an alternative “incidents commission”, 
chaired by a judge, which would evaluate incidents of 
human rights abuse and select a number of cases to be 
investigated fully. 


All hearings would be in camera and perpetrators would 
not be identified. A report would be tabled in parliament 
at the end of the commission’s operations and a general 
amnesty would be granted to all perpetrators. 


“We have all resorted to violence. But in the end, we all 
fought against our own people and against our own 
interests.” 


Gen Viljoen submitted a number of amendments the FF 
proposed to the draft legislation, including extending the 
cut-off date for amnesty from December 6, 1993 to May 11, 
1994. 


The leaders of all parties represented in Parliament, not 
only those represented in the cabinet, should be involved 
in the appointment of members of the commission, he 
said.

Gen Viljoen said in reaction the “irresponsible” inva- 
sion by AWB [Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging; Afrikaner 
Resistance Mcvement] members in Bophuthatswana 
had finally convinced him to eschew violent options. 


He said during the inauguration of the Freedom Front, 
the generals were asked to give strategic advice because it 
was felt that no political party was capable of that. In 
January last year the CP and Afrikaner Weerstandbe- 
weging rejected the strategic plan in Pretoria. 


The Freedom Front was not formed to strengthen the CP 
and that the clash between the CP and strategic advice of 
the generals had caused the split. he said. 


As was the case before April 27 last year, there was still 
no difference in the political aspirations of self- 
determination for the Afrikaner nation. 


Parties should realise that a single Afrikaner party’s 
attempts to ensure stipulations was too weak to reach 
these goals.

There is 
no city treasurer, no city engineers and no senior admin- 
istrative officers. 


The water and sewer branches have no manager, chief 
technician or administrative officers; the electricity 
department does not have a minibus or any computers; 
and there are only 80 refuse collectors when there should 
be 168. 


A report tabled this month by the Soweto Council states 
that since the rent and services boycotts, the administra- 
tion has had to reduce its manpower to a bare minimum. 


The situation was aggravated when the Transvaal Pro- 
vincial Administration insisted on a !0 percent cut in 
salaries which led to an exodus of skilled employees. 


Denis Rogers, the newly appointed town clerk/CEO of 
the Western Metropolitan Sub-Structure (which includes 
Soweto, Diepmeadow and Noordgesig) is faced with the 
nightmare of upgrading and devcioping the area. 


He said R800,000 [rands}]—excluding upliftment ser- 
vices—was needed to run the sub-structure. Income 
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derived from rates amounts to R1.4-million and &¥ 
percent of the population does not pay the R45 flat rate.

rent, services and bond boycotts was again delayed, 
regional Gauteng President Ali Maziya said on Tuesday. 


He was speaking at a Johannesburg press briefing during 
which SANCO repeated its call for an end to the boycotts. 


Setting up transitional local goverment structures which 
were supposed to be linked to the end of boycotts had 
caused the delays, not SANCo which had called for five 
months for the ending of the boycotts. Now these struc- 
tures had been established the process should speed up, 
Mr Maziva added. 


Responding to the government’s pending crack-down on 
rent, services and bond defaulters,; SANCO General 
Sec-etary Linda Mngomezulu said SANCO would co- 
operate with the governinent. 


This was necessary to normalise the situation without 
confrontation before the Reconstruciion and Develop- 
ment Programme could be implemented. Evictions were 
a last resort, Mi Mngomezulu said. 


A conference representing all interested parties, 
including the Association of Mortgage Lender, was 
planned by the end of February to find strategies to end 
the boycotts. 


Mr Mngomezulu said SANCO would try to negotiate an 
interim uniform tarift for Gauteng so residents could 
start paying while an affordable tariff was set. “The 
interim tariff should not be the issue of long negotia- 
tions,” he said, adding some sectors might have to 
compromise. 


Only if the causes of the boycotts—such as the low 
quality of houses and services—were resolved, would the 
boycotts end, Mr Mngomezvtu said.

They had 
to be aware that during the most difficult days of the 
liberation struggle when activists were being detained, 
tortured, killed and jailed, many chiefs were “working 
with the enemy”, he said. “And therefore we ave entitled 
to say, when we were fighting all alone, where were you?” 
Mr Mandela is reported to have said. . 


Eastern Cape chairman of the Congress of Traditional 
Leaders of South Africa (Contralesa), Chief Mwelo 
Nonkonyana, blamed Mr Mandela for not extinguishing 
“the fire” between SANCO and Contralesa. “His speech 
caused more tension,” Chief Nonkonyana said. “We are 
going to direct a letter of protest because he has insulted 
us,” he added. 


Chief Nonkonyana said they had expected the president 
to encourage a meeting of reconciliation between the two 
organisations, “but he failed”. He said it was untrue that 
traditional leaders had been on the side of “the enemy” 
during the period of oppression. 


“King Sabata Dalindyebo died in exile and the first 
president of Contralesa, Chief Maphumlo, was killed 
during the difficult days.’ He conceded that some chiefs 
had worked for “the enemy”, but said it was wrong to 
accuse all of them. “I am going to raise this issue at 
Contralesa’s NEC (National Executive Council) meeting 
on Saturday,”’ Chief Nonkonyana said. 


TTLA and Contralesa are soon to merge.

The Executive Council decided the 133 Sotho-speaking 
chiefs would be represented in the new house by 18 
members, the 33 Tsonga leaders by 16 members and the 
minority Venda group by eight members. 


However, a spokesman for Venda leaders on Monday 
said they had decided at a weekend meeting to reject the 
decision 


Mr Boshielo said his commission planned talks with the 
dissenters and he was optimistic the house would be 
constituted as planned on February 21. 


There are similar problems in the Eastern Transvaal, 
according to a spokesman for that province. 


He also said the position of 12 chiefs in the Bushbuck- 
ridge area would be finalised only when it was decided 
whether the area was to be part of the Northern or 
Eastern Transvaal.

This is one of the reasons that the UNITA leadership, the 
president, decided to convene this congress, so that— 
apart from discussing the party's internal situation—we 
can obtain a consensus, unanimity with regard to the 
protocol. 


[Walter] Shouldn’t UNITA have obtained this consensus 
before it signed a document like the Lusaka protocol? 


[Gato] No, no. I think that under the circumstances the 
peace talks were held and the protocol was signed.... We 
have always said that these were very difficult and rigid 
negotiations—defined within the framework of the UN 
Security Council, with sanctions, strong resolutions, and 
so on—and we did not have many alternatives. 


[Walter] In other words, UNITA signed the Lusaka 
protocol with a rope around its neck? 
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[Gato] I would not say that, but it is true that there was 
pressure from the UN Security Council. We need to 
explain the process to our militants and find a common 
stand. 


[Walter] What aspects of the protocol are not accepted 
by UNITA? 


[Gato] Well, we are going to look into that. We will 
examine that with our militants and find out what those 
individuals who reject the protocol think. Only after the 
congress will we have a common view, a common 
direction. 


[Walter] What will happen if the delegates to the 8th 
UNITA congress reject the protocol. Will UNITA ask for 
its renegotiation? 


[Gato] I cannot predict the results of this difficult task 
that we will undertake. We trust, however, in the cre- 
ativity and initiative of our militants to find a common

[Pandai] Well, if they’ve claimed responsibility, surely 
they must have given reasons for these attacks. 


[Ginindza] Exactly, they have been threatening in the 
past two years that they will try to make this government 
ungovernable and they are after multiparty [as heard]. 
That’s the gist of the entire action. 


[Pandai] Has the government clamped down on this 
group? Have any arrests been made? 


[Ginindza] No, not a single one, and, in fact, we haven't 
been clear of government’s stand so far. All they told us 
that is the police was making a breakthrough, and they 
have been making a breakthrough ever since. No one has 
been arrested in connection with the attack. 


[Pandai] There appears to be quite a bit of activity in 
Swaziland. Students at Swazi University are boycotting 
classes. What are their reasons for that? 


[Ginindza] Well, the main one is the release of what they 
call the Black Wednesday report. That is something that 
happened in 1991 where a student was beaten. Some of 
them lost their eyes, and some were paralyzed for life. A 
commission of inquiry was launched, and it never came out. 
Government said it will never make that report public. 


[Pandai] Now some students were expelled arising from 
that report. What were the reasons for the expulsion? 


{Ginindza] Because what happened is that, in December 
last year, there was a huge boycott. And then another 
mini-inquiry was launched, where it was decided that 
some students should be expelled, and that’s what they 
are protesting about now. They want an unconditional 
readmission of those students. 


{[Pandai] The Swazi Federation of Trade Unions has 
come out in support of the students. What are they 
planning to do? 


[Ginindza] Well, what’s happening tomorrow is that 
workers are joining the strike--the university strike in 
support of the students. They also want these 12 students 
to be readmitted to the institution, and they are making 
other calls of having the vice chancellor, Professor Lydia 
Makhubu, removed from the institution. They are 
blaming her for all the problems. 


[Pandai] And what’s been the response of the university 
to the demands of the students? 


[Ginindza] So far nothing we have heard really, and it’s 
only this afternoon that we expect a statement from the 
university, but all along they have been maintaining 
their stance—that they want these students expelled. 


[Pandai] And what are your impressions of the situation? 
There seems to be, on the one hand, students boycotting 
and marching and protesting, and, on the other hand, 
attacks on Parliament and government officials. What is 
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your assessment of the situation? Do you expect an 
escalation of activities against the government? 


[Ginindza] Well, I don’t think government is doing 
enough really to stop the crisis at the institution, nor is it 
doing anything to stop what has been known as the petrol 
bombings, because, as I have told you, some people do 
come out and claim responsibility, but nothing is done to 
them. Well, we don’t know what they have up their 
sleeve, but I want to think they are not doing anything 
effective to solve the situation. [end recording]

The students told the King that the report was a vital 
instrument to solve the recurrent crisis in the trouble 
torn institutions. They were unanimous that the report 
would expose the culprits who are responsible for the 
brutal assault on students on November 14, 1990. 


Speaking on behalf of the students was the Vice Presi- 
dent Mr Thulani Maseko who said once the report is 
released there will be peace at the university. He said the 
crises at the University started in November 1990 when 
the helpless students were assaulted by the police. Mr 
Maseko said the students who are now engaged in the 
hunger strike are victims of the Black Wednesday report 
which is not released. Mr Maseko also asked for the 
extension of the examination period as they were at 
home after the university closed unceremoniously last 
November. He said the students stayed over six weeks at 
home while the university was closed. 


“The students feel that they will not make it Your 
Majesty after they stayed home for such a long period,” 
he said. 


Mr Maseko also said the students have called for the 
unconditional resignation of the Vice Chancellor Pro- 
fessor Lydia Makhubu from the campus. He said the 
students have seen that she has failed to run the univer- 
sity. Mr Maseko said since she took over at the univer- 
sity there has been confusion. He also told-the King that 
Professor Makhubu needs to be investigated too instead 
of putting the blame all the time on the students. 
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
